Wilson and House concurred without 
hesitation in favour of. repeal of. the 
preferential tolls. This’ episode: was 
trivial compared with the vast task which 
House and Wilson tindertook early in 
1914. House came to Europe to endeavour 
to negotiate an international settleinent 
whereby the race in armaments and the 
world’s trend towards war might be 
arrested. Of this mission, which House 
called the Great Adventure, the ex- 
Kaiser remarked, when in retirement at 
Doorn: ‘‘The visit of Colonel Hotuse to 
Berlin an ' London in the spring of 1914 
almost prevented the Great War.’’ There 
is no more interesting chapter in’ these 
absorbing volumes than that which records 
the Colonel’s impressions. His vigit to 
the European Courts was unofficial. He 
was but a private American citizen on 
his travels and had no recommendation 
to carry him into the presence of the 
great save that he was “a personal 
friend of the President.” By sheer force 
of personality and tact he succeeded in 
approaching those whom the peacemakers 
sought to bring together; and, if his

RECENT IRISH HISTORY. 


i 


There is, probably, no better known 
popular history of Ireland than that from 
the pen of the Right Rev. Monsignor 
D’ Alton, six stately and well-illustrated 
volumes of which are treasured in many 
homes Though sharing with most Irish 
histories the fault of excessive pre-occupa- 
tion with politics, Monsignor D’Alton’s 
book is, in the main, fair, interesting and 
exhaustive. Two additional volumes have 
been added, bringing the story down from 


1906 to 1925. 


We cannot accord to these volumes 
quite such high praise as to the earlier 
volumes. Pre-occupation with politics here 
becomes oppressive. We are told almost 
nothing of the literary and artistic move- 
ments which have been among the most in- 
teresting aspeets of recent Irish history 
and but little of the economic trend of the 
country. When writing of the language 
question Monsignor D’Alton takes: the 
occasion to write o: the University of 
Dublin as one which ‘‘ aimed at under- 
mining the péople’s faith and looked ask- 
ance at Irish ideas’’—to quote but one 
phrase of his dicta—and when he dis- 
cusses the vexed times through which we 
have passed but recently, he loses the 
balance of the historian whica distin- 
guished the earlier part of his work, and 
enlarges on issues which will be forgotten 
ten years hence. The volumes are well 


illustrated. 


Professor Alison Phillips has published 
a second edition of his '“ Revolution in. 
Ireland, 1906-1923,’’ bringing it, by means 
of notes, down to the London Agreement 
of 1925. It is not’ because the bias is 
precisely opposite to that of Monsignor 
D’Alton’s book that we point to this well- 
weighed study as an example of how 
contemporary history should be written.

Yesterday’s debate in the House‘ of 
Commons concerning the Council - of the 
League of Nations has had one good

Baldwin declared, for the primary purpose 


of securing a permanent seat for Germany 


on the Council of the League. They ate 
bound by no promises either to-Poland or 
to France. They know the opinion of the 
great mass of the British people;. and; 
while they very properly claim complete 


freedom of action at Geneva, they may be 
trusted to do nothing that would. be’ likely 
to cast a slur on the honour of the nation 
which they represent. 


Of course,, as . Mr. 
Baldwin said, Britain is only one member 
of the’ Council. - She. has: no right to 
dictate to her colleagues, and proposals 
may be made. to increase the membership 
of the Council. In that event; Sir Austen’ 
Chamberlain will be free to treat. the 
matter on its merits. .The main object of 
the meeting, however, will ‘be to instal 
Germany in her permanent ‘seat, :where- 
after the German delegates will ‘be on 
precisely the same footing as those of 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 

The German Ambassador in London has 
suggested that the representatives oí the 
Locarno Powers. shall. meet at Geneva 
before the question of Germany’s admission 
to the Council is touched, and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’ has accepted his propdsa) 
with obvious pleasure. Such a’ meeting, 
will give all the interested parties an 
opportunity of expressing their views in 
private, and is bound to clear the: air. 
It is quite true, as the Prime Minister 
pointed out, that long before the. Locarno 
Conference was held Poland, Spain and 
Brazil were agitating for seats. on the 
Council of the League. Yet there can be 
no doubt that the present. campaign in 
favour of Poland, Spain and Brazil. is 
designed to nullify Germany’s influence 
on the Council. ‘Signor Mussolini, who is 
a strong advocate of Poland’s claim, has 
made no secret of his desire to establisn 
an anti-German bloc within the League ;. 
and M. Vandervelde, ithe Belgian Foreign 
Minister, indicated clearly in a speech at 
Brussels yesterday that his Government 
shared that view. France favours: Poland, 
In pursuance of her ‘declared policy 
to encircle Germany and to separate her 
from Soviet Russia by a cordon sanitaire: 
while Japan, unwilling to fall. out with 
the Western Powers, has announced that 
follow the majority. Britain, 
therefore, is the only Great Power that. is’ 
not committed to support of the Polish 
claim, and for that reason Sir Axisten’

Crime in Ametica. 

Of. the various flies in the ointment of 
American prosperity, none is uglier or 
more sinister than the.increase of crimes 
of ‘violénce. This’ increase is general 
throughout the United States, and in the 
igreat cities it~ has  bécome “an instant 
P?oblem.;: In “1903 ‘New York had 262 
murders, while” London,» with: its» bigger 
population, had ‘only forty-two. Chicago 
in the same year had 389 miufders, against 
‘151 in the ‘whole of England” and: Wales, 
which have a ten times larger population. 
In all: the United States 9,500 persons 
met their deaths by violence in 1922, and 
since then the figure has advanced at, the 
rate of a thousand a year. America is 
less careful than Europe for the rights of 
the individual citizen, but the growth of 
murder is beginning to be recogniséd as a 
‘menace to the very existence of civil. order. 
On Monday Mr..A, E. Smith, the Governor 
of New. York. State, sent a message to the 
State * Legislature,‘ in -which he ‘proposes 
‘that a special commhiésion shall investigate 
the causes of the prevalence of crime and 
shall seek a remedy. Mr. Smith is anxious 
to. arotise. public opinion everywhere and 
that the*State of New York shall take the 
lead ina nation-wide movement. ‘‘‘ Our 
efforts,’’. he says, “ must,‘ of necessity, be 
along 'two linés—punishtient of crime*and 
prevention.” Such an“inquiry would deal 
in the first place with existing methods of 
criminal punishment arid with the general 
administration of justice ; but Mr. Smith 
recognises ‘that,’ if it is to be effective, it 
must concern its also with those deeper 
causes of crime which ‘are rooted in social 
conditions.» On two. points thre seems to 
be a large’ agreement among -persons who 
have studied the question: in recent, years. 
If.:the © increasing - violence! had heen a 
definite result of the, Great ‘War, the 
‘“ wave’? would have subsided. before the 
present’ time; and statistics are against 
the. theory that.crime in the United States 
is due: chiefly*to the foreign element. No 
doubt, a fearless commission of inquiry 
would find that. the’ administration of law— 
especially on. its penal side—needs radical 
réform. America’s legal system enables 
wealthy-criminals to delay, and sometimes 
to defeat, the ends of justice by recourse 
to a- long succession ‘of. tribunals... The 
constant disclosure -of '“ police scandals '' 
proves that ‘large numbers of criminals are 
able’ to escape their desérts by means of 
bribery and corruption. ‘Penal methods 
seem. to vary in astonishing fashion 
between. the. brutalities of “'the third 
degree ' andthe equipment of prisons. with 
tennis.courts and: golf: courses. . Further- 
more, the. “ boot-legger’s.’’: flagrant and 
sucoessitil defiance of Prohibition Acts has 
played havoc with the sanctions of law: 
what men cease to respect. they cease also 
to fear. Yet, the most formidable causes 
of:-American crime are ‘likely to be found 
in ‘socia] cohditions and:in national frames 
of mind—for instance, in the almost un- 
chaHenged gospel ‘that material “success: is 
the be-all and: end-all of life. We may 
bétieve’ that a. period “of unexampled 
prospetity has unsettléd the minds of 
thousands: of young-Americans, and that 
the' majority of crimes of violence are com- 
mitted in; the search for. ‘easy. money.” 
Better ideals; even more than better laws, 
séein to “offer the solution which Governor 
Smith desires ;' and ‘his quest may lead 
him‘ back to the old problem of religion in 
the schools.

Fopt-and-Mouth Disease. 
Yesterday's. cattle market in Dublin: 
was thrown into confusion by an alarming 
report from Birkenhead. A case of foot- 
and-mouth disease was said to have been 
found ;among _ newly-landed Irish cattle. 
Thus far, Irish’ stock has ‘been’ happily 
immune “from the epidemic, and our 
cattle-raisers .might ‘reap large © benefits 
from . the. present... British. demand. for 
healthy animals ‘if only our transpo-t 
system: were. cheaper and more efficient. 
Yesterday the rumour of an appearance of 
the disease, and the consequent fear that 
the British ports would be closed, arrested 
business; and the only cattle sold were 
those needed to meet the home demand. 
Fortunately, the suspected case in Birken- 
head proved tobe free from ‘the malady, 
and the British ‘and Free State’ Depart- 
ments of Agriculture promptly corrected 
the false alarm. The episode will have its 
compensations if it serves to ‘ng home to 
all concerned the vital importance of the 
cattle trade to our country. In Dublin 
the National Executive of the Irish Live- 
Stock Trade discussed the’ losses suffered 
by Irish cattle-dealers during the foot- 
and-mouth. epidemic. of 1923. An appeal 
had been! made: for: compensation ‘for the 
beasts slaughtered in the English ports, 
ahd-a discouraging reply had been re- 
ceived from the “Free State Minister for 
Agriculture.” The Executive adopted a 
regolutjon “calling upon ‘local associations 
‘throughont .the ‘Free State and: Northern 
Ireland “to: consider the - suggestion of. 
stoppage, of all Irish cattle exports as a 
Protest against. the, withholdinz. of com- 
pensation. We agree heartily with Senator 
Counihan,  who~desc-ibed this action as 
“-too' strong" A’ stoppage might lose for 
Irish ceattle.a hold.on the market difficult 
to recover, and ‘would -involve .losses- far 
gréater than the,losses of 1923.

A Committee of the Privy 
Council, appointed a year ago to go into

tions into line with their fellow-citizens 
of Great Britain. Terms are proposed for 
submission to the Assemblies for voluntary 
acceptance, but the Government is re- 
minded “that Parliament . unquestionably 
possesses powers to impose financial legis- 
lation upon the Channel Islands and the 
Isle of*Man. The States of Jersey, while the 
Committee was sitting, decided to offer to 
His’. Majesty’s Government, a sum of 
£300,000 as a free and final contribution 
to the expenses of the great conflict. 
Guernsey is willing to make a payment of 
£220,000. The Isle of Man already makes 
some direct, but inadequate, contribution. 
The Committee points out that the offer 
from Jersey represents only an annuity of 
some £16,000 a year over a period of fifty 
years—‘‘ a fraction of the cost of war 
pensions now being paid into the island by 
the British Exchequer.’’ As a minimum 
contribution, the Government is recom- 
mended to accept £120,000 a year for a 
period of 100 years. The contribution 
to be asked from Guernsey is set at 
£75,000 per annum for 100 years; and it is 
advised that the Isle of Man be asked to 
make up its present contribution to 
£100,000 per annum for fifty years. With 
notable urbanity, the Committee remarks 
that the failure of the islands hitherto to 
offer fair contributions freely must be due, 
not to selfish desire to maintain a favoured 
position, but to “ a misconception of the 
nature of the burdens under which the 
British taxpayer labours.’’ Even when the 
proposed: sums are paid imperial taxation 
in none of these islands will exceed £2 Qs.

The Home Secretary pointed out that after 
ecnsulting his legal advisers he believed that 
he had no means of prosecuting the offenders 
ot of preventing such publications, but he 
was prepared. to consider what an amend- 
ment of the law would involve.

BRITAIN’ AND THE LEAGUE 


59 FLFET STREET, LONDON, 
THURSDAY NIGHT. 


The House of Commons was crowded again 
this afternoon “for Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s statement revarding Geneva. The 
benches of the House were packed, wh |» 
the Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery was 
'“occupied by a great number of diplomats, 
including the Belgian, Portuguese, Turkish 
and Japanese Ambassadors, fle Swiss 
Minister, Doctor Simon, of the German 
Embassy, and many others. A -number 
of Peers occupied their special gallery, 
while the Public Gallery was filled to 
overflowing. A little time was lost after 
questions had been disposed of in getting 
on with the debate. Interest was keen 
when Sir Austen Chamberlain rose, but 
it was not maintained ; for it soon became 
apparent that there was little that was 
new ti..t he could reveal to the Huse. 
The result of three different Cabinet 
meetings is that a decision has been 
reached that nothing shall be done by 
the representatives of this country to 
endanger the entry of Germany into the 
League of Nations. Otherwise Sir Austen 
Chamberlain has been able to retain con- 
siderable freedom. 


The Overseas Dominions. 


It is noteworthy that the High Com. 
missioners of the Overseas Dominions are 
going to Geneva in connection with the 
sittings of the Council of the League of 
Nations and the consequent Assembly of 
that body, since it means that the Com 
missioners will be close at hand should 
Sir Austen Chamberlain need to consn|! 
the Dominions on points hkely to he 
raised. In the House of Commons there 
is a strong desire that no step shall be 
taken at the Council of the League of 
Nations binding upon the Empire which 
has not been submitted to the Dominions 
for approval. 


A Scene. 


The scene in the House of ee 
this afternoon resulting im the suspension 
of Mr. Neil MacLean, one of the Clyde- 
side extremists, was not really very ex- 
citing. Mr. MacLean wanted an answer 
from the Minister of Pensions to a long 
question relating to a Scottish case which 
he had, put down only yesterday. The 
Minister was unable to obtain the informa 
tion in‘time to give a full answer this 
afternoon, and this unavoidable ecircun)- 
stance was not acceptable to Mr. MacLean. 
He repeatedly insisted on an answer to 
one part or other of his long and involved 
question, and refused to give way to the 
Speaker, who treated him with great for- 
bearance. Members shouted “Name, 
name,' for some time before the Speaker 
decided that he must ask for the suspen- 
sion of the member. Even then he. gave 
Mr. Maclean a further opportunity by 
listening to what Mr. Maclean described 
as a noint of order. -It was nothing of 
the kind, but a repetition of his insistence 
upon an answer. : 


Mr. MacLean Suspended. 


At this moment the scene was un- 
pleasant. Members shouted ejaculations 
from all quariers of the House, and the 
Speaker,’ standing, pointed to Mr. 
MacLean, who also was standing in his 
place, and named him. The Home Secre- 
tary then moved that Mr. MacLean be 
suspended from the service of the House, 
and a division followed, “with Mr. Kirk- 
wood and Mr. Buchanan acting as tellers 
for Mr. MacLean: The result of the divi- 
sion was a majority of 102 for suspension, 
and Mr. MacLean, who had declared that 
he would not leave the House until his 
question was answered, gathered up his 
papers, muttered to those around him 
that the matter would not end there,’ and 
hastened out of the House. The Socialist 
leaders did not support him in the Lobby, 
only 49 of the party voting in his favour. 


The Coal Commission. 


n the Lobby this evening it was said 
that Mr. Baldwin continues to be optimistic 
on the possibility of meeting the mine- 
owners’ and miners’ representatives to 
discuss a settlement to the mining difh- 
culty ; and it was also said that the pub- 
lication. of the Coal Commission report 
may be further delayed until it has been 
ascertained.whether such a settlement can 
be. reached. It is thought that there is 
greater hope for a settlement if a meeting 
can be brought about before the report is 
subjected to general discussion and con- 
iroversy, so that a peaceful atmosphere 
may be secured 


‘Cub Restriction. 


The Prime Minister, aware of the grow- 
ing feeling in Conservative circles, par- 
ticularly among working men, at the con- 
tinuation of war-time restrictions in clubs, 
has deputed a member of the Cabinet to 
make inquiries—a verv wise step in the 
present position of affairs. It cannot be 
concealed that thore is a feeling of 
indignation, based on the fact that a 
majority of the members of the Conserva- 
tive working men’s clubs, who ars ex- 
Service men, resent the restrictions placed 
upon them ever since they returned home. 
It is svmptomatic thet a controversy is 
now taking place on this question between 
the Home Secretary and the Association 
of Conservative Clubs, and Conservative 
members of the House of Commons are 
greatly interested in its progress.

Siberia, has an important potential value 
as a station on aerial. route across the 
Pole, and for that reason British claims 
to ownership of the island will not be 
renounced. Several aeroplane and airship 
expeditions to the North Pole are planned 
for the spring and summer of this year, 
and such an experienced explorer as Mr. 
Stefansson believes that they will de- 
monstrate the possibility of the develop- 
ment of a commercial air route across the 
Pole between Europe and America.

From the suspicion Irish 
cattle were held up, but as soon as the sus- 
picion was cleared up they notified the De- 
partment in Dublin, and the Department 
notified the Port and Docks Board. It was 
unfortunate that the cattle market in Dublin 
that morning was brought to a standstill, 
but it was very fortunate for the whole 
country that the case proved not to be foot- 
and mouth-disease.

SOVIET RUSSIA'S WAIES. 


3,500 BIG INSTITUTIONS 
NECESSARY. 
RIGA, Thureday. 

The Soviet authorities are constantly ap- 
pealing for funds to help to cope with the 
problem of Russia's ever-increasing army of 
waifs and strays. It is estimated that these 
now total at least 400,000, for whom 3,500 
extensive institutions, costing 85,000,000 
roubles, are necessary. 
The Soviet Press admits the impossibility 
of remedying this appalling condition for 
many years, and appeals for the immediate 
public voluntary subscription of 10,000,000 
roubles for the purpose of establishing 400 
new reformatories to accommodate 40,000 of 
the worst cases.—(Reuter.)

ABOLISHING THE 
SHRIEVALTY. 


The appointment of a Master of the 
High Court, the establishment of a Central 
Office, the grouping of the officials of the 
High Courts, the abolition of the old title, 
á Clerk of the Crown and Peace,” and of 

the offices of High Sheriff and “ Registrar 

of District Court Clerks,”’ are some of the 
proposed changes embodied in the Court 
Officers Bill, introduced by the Minister 
for Justice in the Dail last month. 

In addition to abolishing the office of 
High Sheriff, the bill also provides for the 
transfer of the duties of Under Sheriffs, as 
that office becomes vacant m any county, 
to what are known as County Registrars. 
The unpleasant duty of Under Sheriffs 
hitherto of seeing that sentences of death 
imposed by the Courts were carried out 
will in future be discharged by the 
Governor or other principal officer of the 
“prison.

HIGH COURT 
MASTER. 


DUTIES OF CENTRAL OFFICE. 

The text of the new measure was published 
vesterday. It is in four parts, the first of 
which deals exclusively with the Supreme 
and High Courts, the second with the Circuit 
Court, the third with the District Court and 
the last with miscellaneous matters. The full 
title of the bill reads :—' An Act to establish 
and regulate the office and officers to he 
attached to the several Courts of Justice and 
the Judges of those Courts, and for other 
purposes connected therewith.” 

With the exeeption of the appointment of 
a Master of the High Court and the estab- 
lishment of a Central Office under his 
management, the numerical strength of the 
officers attached to the Supreme ‘and Hogh 
Courts will not be increased. With regard 
to the appointment of the Master of the High 
Court. a sub-section of the second clause of 
the bill sets out that he “and the. taxing- 
masters shall be appointed by the Executive 
Council aud every other of the said principal 
officers shall be appointed by the Minister. . . 
and shall hold oftice at the pleasure of the 
Executive Couneil. 

“Subject to the persons respectively 
appointed thereto being in good ‘health at 
the time of appointment the offices of the 
Master of the High Court and of the taxing- 
masters shall be pensionible offices within 
the Superannuation Acts, 1834-1925, and the 
pension, allowance or gratuity granted. 
shall be ascertained in the manner and sub- 
ject to the conditions preseribed by those 
Acts. The Master of the High Court and 
every taxing-master shall retire from oftice 
on attaining the age of seventy years. 

As for ‘the proposed Central Office, the 
fourth clause of the bill preseribes that it 
shall be under the management of the Master 
of the High Court, and, as the section goes 
on, “there shall be transacted in that office 
alt such business as is from time to time 
directed ly statute or rule of court to be 
transacted therein, and also all other busi- 
ness of the High Court, except such business 
as is for the time being required by law to be 
transacted by or before one or more judces 
or a master, and such business as is for the 
time being assigned bv law to another office 
of the High Court. Such and. so many as the 
@Minister may think proper of the officers for 
the time being serving in the Central Office 
shall be nominated hy the Minister to he 
Registrars of the High Court, and every such 
Registrar (in addition to any other duties 
which may be assigned to him by the Master 
of the High Court) shall act/ as Registrar to 
the High Court as and when directed to do 
so by the Master of the High Court.” 

In addition to the management of the 
Central Office, the Master of the. High Court 
will have the general superintendence and 
eontrol of the fcllowing offices :—Hieh Ceart-- 
Taxing-master’s Office, Probate Office, Bank- 
ruptcy Office, Accounts and Inquiries Office 
and Accountant's Office. Supreme Court 
Revistrar's Office. Chief Justice —Registrar s 
Office. 

ELIGIBILITY FOR APPOINTMENT. 

He will, furthermore, be required to dis- 
charge such functions as are from time to 
time assigned to him by Statute or rule ot 
court. No person will be eligible for appoint- 
ment as Master of the High Court unless at. 
the time, of his appointment he is a barrister 
of not Ipss than ten vears’ standing, while 
the office of Taxing-master is confined to 
solicitors of not less than ten years’ standing, 
and to persons who before passage of the new 
measure were acting as ‘Taxing-masters 
attached to.the High Court. 

officers (other than the principal 
officers), clerks, messengers, criers and ser- 
vants employed in any of the offices estab- 
lished by this Act shall be interchangeable 
amongst such offices, and shall he liable to 
serve in anv of those offices as the Minister 
shall from time to time direct. 

In the event of the temporary absence or 
incapacity: through illness of the Master of 
the High Court, or any Taxing-master, or in 
the event of either office becoming vacant, the 
Minister of Justice is empowered to appoint a 
deputy or successor, as the case may be. 
Similar provisions are made in respect to the 
principal other offices. 

According to the twenty-sixth clause of the 
bill, all securities and moneys which are at 
present standing in the books of any Govern- 
ment, bank, company, or other body corporate 
whatsoever, in the names of the Accountants- 
General of the Free State High Court and of 
the Supreme Court of Judicature in Southern 
Ireland, shall immediately on the beginning 
of the first part of the new Act become vested 
in the Accountant of the High Court of 
Justice of the Free State without any transfer, 
assignment or other instrument. In the same 
way, all real and personal, property (including 
choses-in-action) now vested in the Official 
Assignee of the High Court shall become 
vested in the Assignee in Bankruptcy of the 
High Court. 

THE CIRCUIT COURT. 

The second part of the’ new measure pro- 
poses the establishment of a Circuit, Court 
office in every county and county borough, 
and empowersthe Minister for Justice to amal- 
gamate any two or more counties or any 
county borough and one or more counties for 
the purposes of the Circuit Court. While 
such amalgamation continues, however, there 
shall only be one Circuit Court office. If, on 
the other hand, the Minister divides anv 
county into two parts, a separate office will 
be established in each part, Attached to 
every Circuit Court will be so many County 
Registrars as the. Minister for. Justice, with 
the sanction of the Minister for Fiance, shall 
direct. These officers will take the places of

relation to suits or matters in the Circuit 
Court. 

REGISTRAR; FEES. 

The fees and allowances of the Registrars 
in respect of work done by them as regise 
tration officers will he the same as was paid 
to their predecessors, the Clerks of the 
Crown, “but the Minister for Finance miay 
by Order require the County Registrar “to 
surrender to the Exchequer so much of t | 
fees received by him . as in the opinion of 
the said Minister are paid to him in respect 
of- work for which he is otherwise adequately 
remunerated out of moneys provided y the 
Oireachtas.”’ 

After the passing of the new bill, no ap- 
ointment will be made to the office of 
Tinder-Sheriff, all the duties, rights, powers 
and obligations of those officers. passing to 
the County Registrar. Provision for the ap- 

sintment of temporary Deputy County 

Re istrars is contained in Clause 36: of the 
bill. while the succeeding section deals with 
the general staffing of the Circuit Court office. 
Stummons servers will be appointed by the 
Registrar, with the Approval of the Minister, 
at Awhose will they Wil hold office and be re 
moved, 

THE DISTRICT COURT. 

The third part of the bill deals with the 
appointment, ‘duties, etc., of clerks ‘to the 
district court. A sub-section. of first 
clause of this part states: 

“ (3) Every person who immediately before’ 
the commencement of: this Part of the Act 
balls the ofhce of district court clerk under 
thi District Justices (Tempóráry Provisions’ 
Act, 1923 (No. 6 of 1923) or, in the Dublin 
Metropolitan Areayand in the County Boreugh 
of Cork, the office of chief or other clerk of 
the District Court in that area add “borough 
respectively and in any such case is at the 
commencement of this Act under the agg of 
sixty-five vears shall, ¢m ‘the ¢omimencement 
of this part of this Art, become wand be a 
district court clerk under this Act and shall 
h-'d such office on the same terms and con- 
ditions in all respects as if he had been 
‘appointed thereto by the Minister under this 
Act." 

Every clerk shall be assigned to such one 
or more districts as the Minister directs, and 
his duties will be virtually the same as those 
performed by the clerks of the old Petty 
Sessions Courts. Whe same part of the bill 
also provides for the abolition of the office 
of Registrar of District Court Clerks, the 
duties of that office to*be discharged in future 
hy the principal officer of the Minister of 
Justice, or such other officer as 
the Minister from time to time directs. The 
fund known as the District Court Clerks’ 
Fund is to be wound up and_the invested 
junds and moneys dsposed for the—benetit 
of the Exchequer as the Minister for Finance 
may order; while all salaries, allowances and 
expenses hitherto chargeable on moneys col- 
lected by or under the control of the Registrar 
of District Court clerks will in future be 
paid out of moneys provided by the Oire- 
achtas. - Clause 45 of the bill provides that 
all fines, penalties, and forfeited recognisances 
shall be paid into the Exchequer, except 
where otherwise provided.

EXISTING OFFICERS. 

The most important clause of the new bill 
is perhaps thejlast one, which explains the 
position of existing officers and servants. This 
section sets forth :— 

§2.— (1) All registrars. 
niesSengers, criefs, and servants (in this 
Section referred to as existing officers. and 
servants) who at the passing of the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924 (No. 10, of 1924), were 
either attached to a court then exist- 
ing or to the person of a judge then 
holding office or were employed in a court 
office then existing and are at the passing of 
this Act attached or performing duties. in 
relation to any court or judge or are employed 
in any court office shall immediately upon 
the commencement of the Part of this Act re- 
lating to such court, judge, or office cease to 
hold office and ieir respective offices sholl be 
and are hereby abolished as from such com- 
mencement. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act 
preseribing the qualifications and retiring ages 
for particular officers, every existing officer 
and servant who is not a temporary officer 
or servant shall (so far as conveniently may 
be) be offered employment in a situation 
under this Act analogous to and carrying not 
less salary than the situation held by him as 
such existing officer or servant at the passing 
of this.

ACCEPTANCE OF EMPLOYMENT. 

(á) The following provisions shall apply to 
every existing officer who accepts employment 
in a situation under this Act, that is to 
bay :— : 

(a) the acceptance of such employment shall 
not prejudice or afiéct. (save as is here- 
ynafter mentioned) his rights arising 
under Article 10 of the Treaty of 1921 
on the abolition of his office. 
he shall not be entitled to receive any 
annual allowance under the said Article 
10 in respect of any period for which he 
receives salary in a situation under this 
Act nor to receive any gratuity or lump 
sum payment under the said Article 10 
while receiving such salary. 

(c) on his ceasing to hold a situation under 
this Act he shall be entitled to receive

SPECIFIC REDUCTION OF 
TROOPS. 
DELHI, Thursday. 

Field-Marshal Sir William Birdwood to-day 
made his first speech in the Budget discussion 
in the Legislative Assembly. He said that 
there had. been to changt in military policy 
during the past year.” Thew had now com- 
pleted the last of the specific reductions of 
troops recommended by the Inchcape Com- 
mittee, and agreed to by his predecessor, the 
third British cavalry regiment having left 
India this trooping season without being re- 
ba The Finance Minister had also told 
im that the military budget had been re- 
duced from eighty-seven and a half crores of 
rupées in 1920-21 to less than fifty-five crores 
in 1926-27. 

veferring’ to the figure of fifty ‘crores, 
which had been mentioned by Lord Inchcape, 
Sir William Birdwood said that he thought 
it was only right to point out that in the 
immediate future a reduction to that extent 
did not seem possible. Personally, he was 
constantly looking’ round in all direc- 
tions for further economies, but they 
would realise that he would be failing in his 
duty if ever he recommended such at the 
risk either of the safety oí India or at the 
expense of the contentment, well-being, effi- 
ciency and. good health of the men. They 
had actually reduced: the units of the Army 
by very large numbers since the war. British 
cavalry regiments had been reduced from nine 
to five, infantry regiments from 52 to 45, and 
norse artillery batteries from eleven to four. 
In 1914 they had 39 Indian cavalry regi- 
raents: those had been reduced to 21. They 
had 126 battalions of Indian infantry; there 
were now 100 actually serving in India. They 
had at present six battalions:on service out of 
India, and as the time came for their return 
to India without relief they would have to 
reduce battalions from the Indian establish- 
ment. That would mean a definite reduction 
of Indian expenditure.

SOME’ POLITICAL QUESTIONS.

"á GENEVA, Thursday. 
While the admission of Germany and the 
controversy over the enlargement of the 
Council has taken the centre of the stage in 
the impending gathering of League dele- 
gates at Geneva for the extraordinary 
Assembly, the agenda of the thirteenth ses- 
sion of the Council contains subjects that 
make it of unusual importance. 

Apart from Germany’s application for 
membership, there are at ledst four important 
political issues to come before the Council. 
One, which does not appear on the agenda, is 
Greece’s appeal on the Maritza boundary dis- 
pute. Athens‘has. asked the Council to re- 
quest an advisory opinion from The Hague 
Court as to the extent of the Boundary Com- 
mission's jurisdiction... The Greeks argue 
that the Maritza delta is not under 
dispute, while the Turks declare that 
the Boundary Commission, composed of one 
Greek, one Turk, and one neutral should de- 
cite whether the delta is Turkish or Greek 
territory under the Lausanne Treaty, 
Another matter with political significance 
is the review of the Mandates Commission's 
report. The Commission recently completed 
a spirited session in Rome. It has found, ix 
effect, certain things to criticise in France's 
administration of the mandate of “m- 
mediate concern to Germany, and one 3;f 
the factors in bringing Berlin into the 
Council at present, instead of next Septem- 
ber,4is the appointment of the Chairman ani 
menibers of the Saar Governing Commission. 
This subject. will "> “alt with well towards 
the end of the session. 

The questions arising out of the postpone- 
ment of the Preparatory Commission for 
Disarmament are still confused. One of the 
reasons. for delay was the refusal of the 
Russians to come to Geneva. It now seems 
that there is little hope for a rapprochement? 
between Moscow and Berne, and the Council 
will have te decide whether the sessions will 
be held outside of Switzerland, with Russia 
attending, or in Geneva, without the Bolshe- 
viks. y» The Baltic and border States argue 
that @isarmament is impossible without 
Rassia, while the Swiss and a considerable 
factions in the League say thet Rnssia's 
attitude does not matter, and that Moscow 
is insincere. 


OPINION IN THE LOBBY, 
Ty tie. Lobby of the House there was con- 
siderable diversity of view with regard to 
the discussion and division on the stateme¢ 
of the «oreign Secretary. Disapointment was 
expressed that Sir Austen Chamberlain had 
not spoken more definitely in favour of Ger- 
many s admission to the Council as being the 
only matter proper to be @ealt with at the 
forthcoming special session, and the small- 
ness’ of the’ vote for the Government was 
adduced as showing that many of its regular 
supporters must have abstained, and that the 
division amounted, in fact, to a moral 
defeat. 
Other opinions were to the effect that the 
Prime Minister’s statement, which followed 
Sir Austen's speech, was a reassuring one, 
and that the cause of the Government’s com- 
paratively small majority was that the divi. 
sion had been tahen much earlier than was 
expected. 


NO TIED HANDS. 

Addressing a League of Nations’ meet- 
ing last evening, Viscount Cecil said that, 
despite lurid prophecies, Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain and he would go to Geneva representing 
a united Cabinet. 
To tie their hands to pledges in the nego 
tiations and discussions that must ensue 
wcald be a profound mistake. There must be 
no addition to the League Council made as a 
counterpoise or check upon the admission of 
Germany. The efficiency of the Council mast 
be preserved at all costs. Nothing must be 
done to make it unworkable. Whether this 
or thal country was admitted or rejected, the 
decision must be arrived at on the considera- 
tion of the welfare of the League as a whole, 
and the general interests of peace, and not 
on apy merely national or particularist con- 
sideration.

I will say that it 
would be shocking if Belgium left the 
Council while Germany entered it, and if we 
were not able to defend our interests while 
our neighbour in the East could do so.” 

M. Vandervelde added that it was false 
that the reports in the Press complained of 
had had their origin in Germany.

INCREASED YIELD. 
At the annual meeting of the Macamore 
(Co. Wexford) Cow-testing Association on last 
Wednesday the supervisor, Mr. Myles O’Con- 
nor, reported that the number of cows under 
test during the year was 506, and complete 
records were available in 249 cases. The 
average yield for all the cows was 5,204 Ibs. 
of milk, or 520 gallons. Valued at the 
creamery price of 8d. per gallon, the yield 
would realise £17 6s. 8d. per cow. The 
average for 1924 was 470 gallons, w £1 
lds. 4d. less money than in 1925. 
The ten best cows made an average yield of 
942 gallons, and the ten worst 298 gallons. 
Mr. B. Dooley, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, congratulated the Association and 
the supervisor. The increase in yield over 
1924 in some of the herds was remarkable. 
He advised the members to weed out the 
bad cows, join together and purchase the 
best dairy bull available. In three years, 
when the heifers of this mating came into 
profit, there would be as good herds in the 
ee district as would be found in Ire- 
and.

Forty-two cattle were entered for a ‘ baby 
beef ” competition held recently in Wexford, 
and first place was secured by a nineteen 
months old heifer, exhibited by the Very Rev.

CASTLEREA’S LIGHTING 
CONTRACT, 

Since Saturday last the Castlerea Electric 
Lighting Company has declined to tight the 
street lamps, and the town is now in com- 
plete darkness at night. 
Castierea ratepayers paid 6d, in the £ to 
fiefray the cost of the public lighting, while 
the sum of £60 was contributed by the 
Castlerea Power Trusts for the same pur- 
pose annually.

MIXED MARRIAGE AND THE

the success which has attended this great 
undertaking» opinion is divided—some have 
been‘ heard to express disappointment. This 
disappointn:ent.” however, is largely con- 
fined, as far as my observation goes, to 
those whose active interest in the language 
mevement is of recent origin. 

“But to those who have watched the 
slow steady march of the language movement 
during the past quarter of a century, and 
who cane the iimitations and traditions of 
our National schools, the present position 
of Irish in the schools is full of hope and 
encouragement. 

“THE GREATEST DANGER.” 

“It is true that the amount and quality 
of the work now done in the schools would 
not, if simply continued as at present, po 
the language. That is due to the fact tna 
up to 1922 roughly four-fifths of the teachers 
knew no Irish. These four-fifths, or the 
majority of them, have since been trying to 
teach a subject that is new to them. A 
great many of these are failing to do effective 
and fruitful work. And herein lies the 
greatest danger we have to -guard against 
at present. i 

‘These weak teachers are, of course, dis- 
appearing, and in & few years will nearly all 
he replaced by young teachers fully qualified 
in Irish, but meantime the problem is, what 
is to be done with them. To absolve and 
relieve them of Irish teaching altogether 
would be putting a premium on inefficiency, 
and, conversely, penalising the good ones. 
The suggestion has been made that they 
should be asked to drop Irish, and take up 
instead a wide course of Irish history, local 
history, and folk-lore, which would in some 
measure compensate the pupils for the loss 
of Irish. oe 
“GOLD DUST.” 

“ The atmosphere of most of our ‘‘national’’ 
schools, as I have said before, was up till a 
recent period anti-Irish, and a certain amount 
of that atmosphere, different, of course, in 
different schools, still hangs round them and 
within them. It is mellowed now to some- 
thing merely non-Irish. Many good teachers 
do not and cannot realise this: They inhaled 
it as pupils themselves; they were trained 
t> it as monitors and ‘ King’s Scholars,’ they 
grew used to it ag teachers, , 
‘* Four-fifths of them were deaf to the call 
of the Gaelic League, proclaiming from the 
house-tops for a qnarter of a century the 
claims of the national tongue on the -de- 
scendants of those who created it. and 
modelled it into what it is. Hence I say 
an hour per day for Irish, clearly railed off 
from, and unaffecting any other subject, will 
not succeed in de-Anglicising our youth. 
“Trish should not be a particular chunk cf 
the school-work: rather, like gold dust, it 
should prevade the whole atmosphere,. and 
gild nl colour everything in the place. It 
Should be given to the pupils, not so much 
as an item for their minds, like algebra cr 
gecgraphy, but as a food for their souls, 
almost like a religion. 
“ They should be taught to reverence every- 
thing Irish—except our vices—from the crom- 
lech and the cairn, raised four thousand years 
ago, to the Irish cloth that was woven yester- 
day. There are many ways of doing it; some 
appealing to one, and some to another, but 
the most potent agencies will be found to be 
irish History {not the soulless thing of to- 
day), traditions, folk-lore, antiquities, our 
scenery, and good Anglo-Irish literature. The 
appeal in these things and their effect is 
immediate, and they will help in establishing 
contract between the mind and soul of the 
and tise of his race. i; 
TEACHERS TO. RETIRE? 

Touching the same subject, Mr. P. F. 
O’Tierney, divisional inspector for Galway, 
Longford, Roscommon,atd portions of Mayo 
arm.. Westmeath, says :— 
‘There are some teachers (and these are 
not in all cases those who have passed the 
age when they might be expected to learn 
the: language), whose knowledge of Irish 
ls meagre and inaccurate, but who are 
attempting to teach the language and even 
to teach subjects through the medium of Trish. 
Such work as they do is worse than useless, 
and should be stopped. One is prepared to 
make every allowance for teachers advanced 
in years, and, indeed, there are many teachers 
of 45 and over who have’ acquired quite a fair 
grasp of the language, and have made reason- 
able progress in the teaching of it. But there 
are a number of teachers under that age, who 
for some reason have made no real progress 
in learning Irish, and such constitute a diffi- 
culty for which’ I see no solution except to 
retire them as soon as they are eligible for 
pension. ... 
“I doubt if schools in English-speaking 
districts can of themselves ever turn out per- 
fect speakers of the language, that is speakers 
who can express, with facility all their 
thoughts in Irish. Unless pupils on leaving 
the primary schools can be. recruited into 
some organisations similar to Boy Scouts and 
“rl Guides, which will provide, in addition 

training, classes in citizenship, 
music, and in which 
classes only the Irish language shall be used, 
I am afraid the vast majority will forget the 
knowledge of Irish they acquire at school. 
Continuation schools, or schools on the model 
of the Danish folk sthools, might, if estab- 
lished, prove an effective means of conserving 
and extending the knowledge of Irish acquired 
in elementary schools.” 
NOT AN UNQUALIFIED SUCCESS. 
Mr. F. M. Hollins, divisional inspector for 
Cavan, Monaghan, and portions of Leitrim, 
Meath and Louth, says :— 
““In considering the subject of proficiency 
under the present programme, it has to be 
borne in mind that the normal time allotted 
daily to actual secular instruction is at most 
four hours, of which one hour is necessarily 
devoted to instruction “in Irish. Thus the 
time which can be allotted to the remfining 
eight obligatory subjects is not above 15 hours 
per week. Hence, though the teachers as a 
body have done their best, the working of the 
national programme has not met with un- 
qualified success, and the general proficiency 
would appear to have declined somewhat. 
This, I feel, is largely due to want of time 
for the effective teaching of ‘the various sub- 
jects outside Irish.” 

‘* DISAPPOINTING.”’ 

Mr. R. J. Little, divisional inspector for 
Tipperary, Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, Leix, 
Offaly, and portion of Limerick, says :—‘“TIrish 
has now been taught for an‘hour every school 
day for over three years, and the result is 
undoubtedly disappointing. .It must be 
realised that only the very best schools will 
succeed in turning out competent speakers 
of Irish at 14, and that it is only the best 
of their pupils who will reach that level of 
proficiency. But the discouraging feature is 
the number of children from eight years of 
age upward who to-day are unable to express 
in Irish any simple thought outside the range 
of the few score of sentences they have 
learned by heart as answers to. the teacher's 
questions. This is due largely to over-reliance 
on rote work, and failure to develop in the 
children the power of freshly combining 
words and phrases already learned, so as to 
express new thoughts or ideas.”’

One of the 
officers was wounded in the leg and the other 
in the groim. | 

The young man who had been in compan, 
with Smith. and who had turned King's 
evidence, explained the planning of the 
burglary. He stated that Smith carried the 
step an eis in a box to the laundry, and had 
a pistet mm his pocket. The witness admitted 
heaving four pistel shots as he was running 
away,

CORPORATION TO PAY 


DAMAGES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A 
COMMON JURY.) { wr 

An action was heard in which Lilian 
Johanna Murphy, a minor, sueing by her 
father, Edward Murphy, of 29 Drumcondra 
Park, Dublin, claimed damages against the 
Dublin Corporation. for personal injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by the minor 
plaintif through the negligence of the defend- 
ants, their servants and agents. 

The accident, it was stated, occurred on 
the 24th August, 1925, at Clonliffe road, the 
plaintiff, who is ten years of age, alleging 
that she was knocked off her bicycle by the 
defendants’ horse and cart and severely 
injured, as a result of which she had to 
undergo a surgical operation, and was con- 
fined to hospital for four weeks. 

The defendants traversed the alleged cause 
of action and pleeded contributory negligence 
the plaintiff. 

Mr. M. Fitzgerald, K:C., and Mr. J. 
S. Geraghty (instructed by Mr. James Fagan) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. A. E. 
Wood, K.C.; Mr, Vincent Rice, K.C., and 
Mr. P. O'C. White. (instructed by Mr. 
[ynatius hp Rice) for the defendants. 

KE vidence describing the accident and of the 
injuries sustained was given by the plaintiff, 
who was aged ten years and ten months on 
the date of the occurrence. 

Mr. Edward Murphy, father of the plain- 
tiff, stated that the little girl rode the 
bicycle practically every day, and was able 
to manage it yery well. 

Dr. P. J. Smyth said that the plaintiff 
was under his care in the Mater Hospital 
in August last, having been admitted on the 
26th of that month. She was suffering from 
severe abdominal injuries, and had all the 
symptoms of abrasion. An operation had to 
be performed, which was successful, and she 
was able to go home at the end of a 
month. . The witness saw her again a few 
days ago, and on examination he found her 
very well indeed. | 

At the close of the plaintiff's case, Mr. 
Wood applied for a direction on the ground 
that there was no evidence of negligence to 
go to the jury ABs 

Mr. Fitzgerald submitted that there was 
plenty of evidence of negligence, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that there was 
evidence for the jury to say whether the 
driver of the dray had reasonably seen the 
little girl before the accident, and whether 
he took reasonable care when the gin fell. 

William Meehan, a carter in the Cleansing 
Department of the Corporation, who was 
examined for the Ch wool canta said that he 
Was seated on the left-hand side of the float, 
in front, and Patrick Finn, who accompanied 
him, was sitting on the right-hand side, at 
the back. The witness saw the plaintiff 
approach on her bicycle, which “‘ seemed too 
much for her.”

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that strictly Mr. 
Rearden was quite right. Once Mr. Sherry 
admitted that this was a gaming transaction 
the claim could not succeed under the Gaming 
Act, and there was an end of the case. 

Mr. Sherry said that there was a letter 
from the defendant to the plaintiffi—he would 
not state what was contained in it—which

An action was heard in which William 
Richardson, of 2 Connaught terrace, Kings 
town, sued J. F. McMullen, of Ashbury, 
Novara road, Bray, to recover damages for 
personal injuries and injuries to the plaintiff’ 
motor cycle, caused by the alleged negligence 
of the defendant in the drTfving and contro! 
of a motor car. The defendant denied 
negligence, and counter-claimed 
injury to his motor. car. : 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. C. 
Davitt (instructed by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon, 
solicitor) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
A. A. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. James Henry 
(instructed by Mr. S. G. Rutherford) for the 
defendant. . . 

The plaintiff stated that when he was com- 
ing from Kingstown to Dublin on 21st October, 
1925, on ¢ Triumph motor cycle, attached to 
which was a side car, with a passenger, the 
defendant, at Temple Hill, drove into him 
with a motor car, the right wheel of which 
caught the hack wheel of the bicycle. The 
witness was thrown out over the handle bars, 
as thrown out of the side 
car on his head on the road. His bicycle was 
damaged, his arm was bruised, his leg cut, 
his clothes torn, and he lost two weeks salary. 

John Murphy, the passenger on the side 
car, gave corroborative evidence. He said

The witness asked plaintiff 
was he insured, and the plaintiff said “ No.’’ 
The witness asked who was going to pay for 
the damage to his motor’ car, and the plaintiff 
said that he was a poor man. The chassis of 
the witness car was broken, and other 
damage was done, totalling about £70. 

The jury, after an absence of about half an 
hour, disagreed. They were sent back, and 
on returning to court a quarter of an hour 
later they found for the plaintiff and assessed 
sa at £16. 

Judgment was entered for the plaintiff ac- 
cordingly, and the counter-claim was dis- 
missed.

Banking Company, -Ltd., against Thomas 
Malone, vietualler, farmer artd cattle dealer, 
of High street, Drumshambo. Co. Leitrim:

Francis Malone, an order was sought declar- 
ing that a deed of assignment, by way of 


voluntary settlement. dated lst May, 1923, 
whereby the defendant, Thomas Ma fe 
assigned his business premises in Dell: 
shambo to the other defendants, his wife and 
son, was fraudulent and void, and directing 
that it should be set aside and cancelled ; and 
also declaring a registered judgment mortgage 
obtained by the plaintiffs against Thomas 
Malone for £2,083 19s. 8d., with £30 odd 
costs, on 18th July, 1924, we!l charged on the 
premises, and upon four farms of registered 
lend held by the defendant in Carrickna- 
brack, Co. Leitrim. 

It was alleged that at the time the deed of 
assignment was executed Thomas Malone was 
insolvent, being largely indebted to the plain- 
tiffs, in whos branch bank in Drumshambo 
ne had a depfigsit and current account, and 
also to other creditors. 

The cause of action was formally traversed 
in Thomas Malone’s defence; and in the de 


dents it was denied that Thomas Malone was 
insolvent at the time that the deed was 
executed, his indebtedness to the bank on the 
accounts amounting only to about £1,200. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C.; Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr, Lavery (instructed. by Mr. 
John Forde) appeared for the plaintiffs; and 
Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Hogan (in- 
structed by Mr. John F. Pettit) for the de- 
fendants. 

The deed, which it was sought to have set 
aside as being fraudulent and void against 
Mr. Malone’s creditors, assigned the Bren: 
shambo premises to Mrs. Malone till their 
son, Thomas Francis Malone, attained the 
age of twenty-one, when they passed to him, 
subject to his mother’s right of residence dur- 
ing her life. 

Mr. Joseph McNabb, plaintiffs’ manager of 
the un sl "s branch bank, gave evidence 
with respects to accounts of the defendant, 
Thomas Malone. :

There 
was very httle excuse to-day for any parent 
in not making some provision for the future 
of his child. Pi | 
The properly placing of promising pupils 
was an aspect of the Savings Committee’s 
work that made a special appeal to him— 
preventing the waste of human talent. Surely, 
the Central Savings Committee’s work sup- 
plied one way—he believed a very effective 
way—indeed, the most effective, of helping, 
and it was culpable of parents and friends 
of the young not to avail themselves of its 
advantages. 

APPEAL TO THE HOUSEWIFE. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that the Central 
Savings Committee offered to everybody 
methods of thrift, and never more than at 
present: was such an effort necessary. Un- 
economical spending was prevalent in our 
midst, and women and girls were not exempt 
from it! With foresight and an effort every 
person could manage to put aside something 
every week or month for purposes other than 
the wants of the day. The Saorstat Savings 
Organisation was the most directly avail- 
able way to enable the <«conomic:! housewife 
to make provision against possible reverses 
which all experience advises. 


THE THRIFTY POOR.

(1) The firm can purchase, say, 100 Certificates, 
to be subscribed for by employés, to whom they 
will be issued as paid for, thus giving them the 
advantage of a pre-dated Certificate. 

(2) The firm can either deduct so much per 
week or month, as desired, from the employé’s 
pay, or instruct their cashier to receive sub 
scriptions. 

(3) The firm can encourage employés to work 
an Association among themselves by allowing one 
of them to collect subscriptions at stated times. 

(4) The firm can say to the employé: “ You 
Save 15/- and we will add the 6d. as a bonus.” 
The result would be: employés thrifty, con- 
tented and more efficient. 

AMERICAN EXAMPLE. 

The President said that in the United 
States, where he had spent a large part of 
his life, one great contributory to the pre- 
sent prosperity was thrift through Savings 
Associations. Working men and women 
took a pride in the amount of bonds that 
they held. It was those war-time savings of 
the man and woman in the street that pro- 
vided the lubricant that so quickly set the 
wheels of normal, industry at work, and 
solved the unemployment problem. Their 
expenditure was their own savings, which 
was sufficient to ensnre its being a wise ex- 
penditure, but the saving habit had become 
natural, and the Savings Banks’ deposits had 
quadrupled since before the war, ‘and the 
standard of living had advanced remarkably. 

The Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne strongly 
commended the thrift movement. 


ARSENIC IN APPLES. 


AN ENGLISH PROSECUTION, 

A prosecution at ‘lrowbridge, Wiltshire, 
yesterday, the first of its kind in England, 
directed attention to the danger of arsenic in 
American apples. Thomas Bray, confectioner 
and fruit seller, of.Stollard street, Trowbridge, 
was fined 14s. 6d., ineluding costs, for selling 
apples which were not of the substance, 
nature and quality demanded by the purchaser. 

Mr. W. Nelson, who prosecuted for the 
Wiltshire County Council, said that the 
Ministry of Health had circularised the local 
authorities, calling atlention to the recent 
pronounced contamination, by arsenic, of 
imported apples. The trees in America weve 
sprayed with arsenical liquid, and, owing to 
the d-y weather, the a, were not washed 
clean of contamination. He did not press 
the case against the present defendant, 
because there was no moral responsibility «n 
his part, but the purchasing public, who were 
liable to suffer arsenica) poisoning as the 
result of eating such appies, must be pro- 
tected.

JUDGMENT IN LONDON 
COURTS. | 
Judgmnt was given by Mr. Justice Eve in 
the Chancery Division, London, yesterday, in 
the action brought by Mrs. Margaret Marion 
Atherton Mims. of Parliament Hill Mansions, 
Highgate, London, against her sisters, Mrs. 
Kathleen V.F.S, Lioyd-Dayies, of The Cot, 
Cirencester, Gloucestershire? and Mrs. Evelyn 
Mary Warren Howe, of Howe’s Strand, Co. 
Cork. 
The case arose out of an alleged agreement 
under which the defendants, as the plaintiff 


estate of their late brother, Robert Henry 
Heard, who gave it by his will to Mrs. Lloyd- 
Davies, Mrs. Howe and another sister, Miss 
Dorothy Heard, who, however, predeceased 
him 

Mr, Gover, K.C., on behalf of the plaintiff, 
had summed up his case, one of his arguments 
being that even if Mrs. Howe executed her 
deed of gift in the belief and understanding 
that it comprised a one-sixth share, whereas 
it comprised a one-fourth, that was not A 
mistake which went to the root of the matter 
go as to render it. inoperative.
